of interesting motion pictures the 
m odern agricultural activity. M a­ 
chines that could turn over a hun­ 
dred acres of land just as qtiiek- 
j ly and even more effectively than 
our forefathers could 
tu rn over 
one, m achinery that not only ra k ­ 
ed the bay but loaded it into w a­ 
gons and by m eans of a small g a s ­ 
oline engine toss a load of hay into 
a bay loft just as quickly as a 
piteh-fork full could 
be 
tossed 
there in olden times. 
And in the 
m eat packing industry the same 
procedure was gone thru. 
First 
pointing out ho wthis industry was 
carried on in the olden timet* when 
eaeli family killed its own supply, 
hut how today the farm er of North 
Dakota raises and fattens hogs not 
only for his own use hut for the 
people in many other stations of 
the country, 
Mr. Berg pointed 
nut that he was able to tin fhis 
through the co-operation of the 
Corpora tin*. NV’,lt.‘n I10{ only tra n s­ 
ported the meat, hut slaughtered it 
dressed it and m arketed it in tin* 
most efficient and scientific m an­ 
ner. 
The telephone and the railroads 
were also given their proper place 
in the make-up of tin* n a tio n ’s in­ 
dustrial fabric.

B e rg traced ils growth and de­ 
velopm ent from the days of the 
stage coach, pointing out how in 
4he olden times to trave» thirty 
miles hi a day was a long tedious 
journey, hut that today one could 
go to sleep in a com fortable bed 
an d aw aken four hundred miles 
away. Then in o rd e r to show this 
industries im portance to tin* rest 
of the country, the speak»*, point­ 
ed out th ro u g h th* people it 'e m ­ 
ployed directly and those depen­ 
dent upbn them for their livlihood, 
those who w ere stockholders, tlios«* 
w^bo were dependent upon 
their

securities 
such

the railroads of the country had 
sixty-one million people or sixty 
p«*r cent of the total population of 
tin* country who were directly and 
indirectly dependent upon tin» rail 
roads.

“ How to select a calf to win— 
First, select a well-bred steer with 
a good short head—broad between 
the eyes, a lieAvy bone with hair 
soft and silky and skin soft and 
pliable.

straight, the underline or belly 
should be straight, the ribs well 
sprung giving a round appearance 
to the back. The steer should be 
large around the heart girth. The 
hind stinrters should be full and 
extend down m*ar the hock joint, 
giving a good cut of round steak 
almost to the joint.

with the lower parts of the belly. 
The steer when fat with the head 
and legs cut of? should he almost 
a square block o fbeef.
